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Despite many promises from the Soviet 
Union and some assurances by American 
officials, the Soviet Union has not quit Cuba. 
It is now essential to put this plainly. Several 
extremely dangerous missiles remain on the 
island and very substantial USSR personnel 
as well. The attempt to remove them has 
been a failure. As usual, the USSR has lied. 
It must also be said that far from the 
dangers to Latin America having receded, 
they are far greater than at any previous 
time. This trend will proceed with greater 
speed within the next two or three years. 
Short of an entirely new approach, we can 
expect the Communization of a very large 
part of Latin America. 


In the Middle East the USSR is pouring 
in military aid to the Arab bloc. Germany 
also is helping Egypt on a very substantial 
scale and is therefore working alongside the 
Soviet Union in this. The Arab bloc intends 
to invade Israel as soon as it is ready. This 
is a certainty. Only the date is uncertain. 

In Southeast Asia, the entire compromise 
policy of the United States has collapsed and 
will end in total ruin. There was never the 
slightest chance of success. Report after re- 
port warned the U. S. government about this 
but President Kennedy did not heed these 
reports. 

In the meantime, America has made the 
mistake of withdrawing from key bases in 
vital strategic areas. Whereas the USSR has 
not withdrawn from Cuba, America has with- 
drawn—or is withdrawing—from the very 
bases which, until now, have held the Soviet 
Union in check. Almost unnoticed, the USSR 
has enforced a treaty on Persia which gives 
free passage for military supplies. to the Mid- 
dle East. Unhindered by American bases in 
Turkey, this advantage will be of immense 
importance. Scarcely one in five million 
people realize this; yet it could and may 
prove decisive. 

It is quite clear that America and Britain 
will find themselves virtually alone when the 
awakening at last comes. Not content with 
this series of blunders, the American and 
British governments are actively promoting 
the fortunes of our most dangerous enemies 
in Africa and perpetuating a quarrel with 
our only friends. Having destroyed Katanga, 
they are now beginning to isolate South

Southern Rhodesia. 

One would scarcely believe such incredible 
folly to be possible. But that is what is hap-

This group is not recognized by 
authority because authority is afraid to in- 
vestigate too closely. The rot has gone too 
deep, too many are involved. No government 
will ever investigate. A legal action to track 
down and destroy the group itself would now 
be impossible.

In the near future, Nasser will consider- 
ably extend his Arab empire. Jordan is un- 
likely to survive. The new Nasser-led pan- 
Arab union will in due course probably em- 
brace the larger part of the North African 
coast. Persia can now be counted out of the 
Western. alliance. Turkey is now virtually, 
useless. Apart from technical work on certain 
armaments which is not yet complete, the 
scene is nearly set. When it is, there will be 
a joint invasion of Israel; and it can be said 
that Israel has not the smallest chance of 
survival short of full-scale intervention by 
outside power. 

Khrushchev is feeling the pull of this 
magnet to a greater extent than ever before. 
In recent Kremlin discussions, this subject 
has been rammed more deeply into his think- 
ing than ever before. China does not like 
this but cannot stop the process of events. 
This has had the effect of making her still 
more aggressive in her Asian planning. We 
should therefore expect India’s problem to 
increase as the year progresses. 

Indian public opinion is unhealthy and the 
economic system is deeply corrupted. If India 
is to resist China, resistance will be success- 
ful only if new and less corrupt men take 
power in the key places of state and industry. 
The successful defense of India may well 
depend upon breaking up the Nehru-Menon 
partnership, which is one of unusual intimacy. 
Both men have been under the influence of 
the organization associated with many dis- 
turbing activities elsewhere. 

On April 13, 1963, the British press dis- 
closed the extraordinary story of a pamph 
let distributed by a group calling itself “Spies 
for Peace.” The pamphlet reached about 
5,000 people in Britain. It revealed a large 
number of official top secrets, describing 
some of the government’s most secret emer- 
gency plans, including the locations of 
regional headquarters, plans for mobilizing 
services, and other highly secret matters. 

The fact is that government services are 
so riddled with unreliable men that the 
government simply cannot stop the leakages. 
Not one thing is secret from Moscow. 

The danger in America is similar. Very 
important emergency plans have been made.
